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Concern 
A&E plan 
lacks cash 


THERE are concerns that there 
will not be enough cash to upgrade 
the Queen Elizabeth hospital so 
it can cope with more patients 
coming from Lewisham hospital. 

It follows the shake-up of local health 
services agreed by Health Secretary 
Jeremy Hunt last week. 

The minister approved plans to 
keep - but downgrade - A&E and 
maternity services at Lewisham 
Hospital, with the Queen Elizabeth 
taking on responsibility for more 
serious accidents and emergencies. 

But he failed to confirm funding for 
the reorganisation as recommended by 
the special health administrator who 
is calling for the closure of the South 
London Healthcare Trust after it ran 
up massive debts overspending by 
£lmillion a week. 

Greenwich and Woolwich MP Nick 
Raynsford quizzed Mr Hunt about 
funding arrangements for the QEH in 
the Commons last week. 

Mr Raynsford asked the health 
secretary whether he accepted the 
administrator’s proposals would 
require £161m capital investment and 
£55m transitional funding. 

The minister had previously referred 
to a £36million capital investment for 
the changes in maternity services and 
£37m for A&E. But the MP said: “This 
leaves an £88million shortfall in capital 
investment with zero mention of any 
transitional funding.

not accept the financial consequences? 
His refusal is extremely worrying and 
calls into question the financial viability 
of merging Lewisham with the Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital. The health secretary’s 
decision today means a real danger of 
putting patient care and safety at risk.” 

He was backed by Cllr Chris Roberts, 
leader of the royal borough, who said: “We 
are concerned the proposals to downgrade 
maternity and emergency services at 
Lewisham Hospital will still go ahead 
despite overwhelming opposition by local 
residents and health professionals alike.” 

He added: “The decision will undoubtedly 
put additional pressure on services at 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital and we will be 
seeking urgent reassurances that plans to 
expand the site in Woolwich will still go 
ahead. 

“This is especially pertinent given 
that the health secretary failed to agree 
to provide the full amount of capital 
investment the administrator asked to 
be made available. Even that figure fails 
to take account of projected population 
growth and the increased levels of demand 
this will place on local health services.” 

A Department of Health spokesman said 
an extra £36million had been earmarked to 
ensure sufficient maternity capacity at the 
other sites and that the Queen Elizabeth is 
to get £400,000 to upgrade its maternity 
unit. He added: “Allowing Lewisham to 
retain its A&E will help to reduce the level 
of increased demand at hospitals with 
larger A&E services, while an additional 
£37million of investment will further 
expand services at the specialist hospitals 
for more serious conditions.” 


THE impact on crime levels 
that could result from the 
Mayor of London's £500m 
cuts to the policing budget 
was the subject of a heated 
meeting last Tuesday at the 
University of Greenwich. 
More than 40 attended the 
event, part of a capital-wide 
consultation organised by 
the London Mayor, and heard 
concerns from residents and 
councillors over plans to 
close two town centre police 
stations and a neighbourhood 
counter. The proposals, 
part of the London Mayor's 
Police and Crime Plan, would 
mean closing Woolwich and 
Greenwich stations and the 
safer neighbourhood counter 


Police cuts could 
lead to more crime 


in Thamesmead. Plumstead 
would stay as a 24/7 station, 
while Eltham would have 
shorter opening hours. The 
Mayor's Deputy for Policing 
Stephen Greenhalgh, and 
borough commander Richard 
Wood, fielded questions 
about the impact on safer 
neighbourhood teams and 
the relocation of officers from 
closed stations. Mr Wood 
offered assurances that the 
level of service in Woolwich 
would be maintained 


and said the police were 
talking to partners to find a 
solution for relocation. Cllr 
Maureen O'Mara, the royal 
borough's cabinet member 
for community safety, said 
afterwards: "In all these 
changes the public will 
be appalled that our safer 
neighbourhoods teams are to 
be decimated. I urge residents 
to respond to Mayor Johnson 
to ask him not to destroy our 
local neighbourhood police 
teams."

Greenwich Equestrian and Horticultural 
Skills Centre in Shooters Hill. 

The new centre is offering expert training 
and a wide range of courses, from horse 
care, riding, and land based studies through 
to equine sports therapy at degree level. 
Qualifications from these courses could 
open doors to a career in an industry where 
two million riders and 900,000 horses in the 


UK mean a wealth of job opportunities. 

The centre is the result of a partnership 
development by the royal borough and 
the Kent-based Hadlow College with joint 
funding from the royal borough, Sport 
England and the British Equestrian 
Federation. 

Cllr Denise Hyland, the royal borough’s 
cabinet member for regeneration, 
enterprise and skills, said: “This is a very 
exciting development. It will open up new 
training and career opportunities for many 
people - and give them the chance to do a 
job in an environment they love. 

“It is one of three local skills centres across 
the borough where local people can develop 


new skills and get professional training so 
that they are in a better position to access 
jobs in a range of growing industries.” 

Courses will be available to people over 16 
who have some experience of working with 
horses.

Bereavement 
service online 

EVERYONE has to face coping with a 
bereavement at some time. 

But it's not just the shock of losing a 
family member or a close a friend when 
someone dies. There's also the minefield 
of paperwork that has to be sorted out 
afterwards. 

Apart from registering the death with 
the local register office and making 
funeral arrangements, there is a long list 
of organisations that need to know as 
well. They include the council's housing 
and benefits departments, pensions and 
passport authorities, the Driver and Vehicle 
Licensing Authority (DVLA), and many 
others. 

At one time, all these had to be informed 
separately. But now, people with internet 
access can do everything online, making it 
all easier and faster. 

The royal borough's registration office 
now offers customers a new facility called 
'Tell Us Once'. 

When users have completed the death 
registration, they are given a unique 
1 2-digit pin number which they can use 
to log all the information required on a 
website. 

People without internet access can call 
a special Tell Us Once phone number 
between the hours of 9am and 6pm, 
Monday to Friday or bring all the relevant 
paperwork with them when they register 
the death. The details required, including 
the deceased's National Insurance number 
and details of the closest relative, will then 
be logged by the register office staff.

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B'heath Society's 
common interests 


HISTORIC images of 
Blackheath’s eponymous 
common are being saved 
digitally for future 
generations thanks to 
work by volunteers from 
the local community, writes 
Dick Townsend- Smith. 

The Blackheath Society is 
building the archive to show 
how the heath has developed 
since the 19th century. And 
the project has been given a 
cash boost with a £7,900 grant 
from the Heritage Lottery 
Fund. 

The society is now asking its 
members and local people to 
search attics and old albums 
for any interesting photos of 
the heath to swell its collection 
of 1,500 images. Nearly a 
thousand of these have now 
been digitalised. Apart from 
the heath, it also has 15,000 
images of Blackheath Village 
and the surrounding area, and 
already more than half of these 
have been stored on computer. 

“Under the terms of the 
lottery grant, we have to 
make the images of the 
heath available to the local 
community,” said committee 
member John Bartram. “We 
may hold an exhibition to 
show them, and bring in local 
schoolchildren to see them. 


“We might also be featured 
on a BBC2 programme ‘The 
Great British Story - a People’s 
History’ due to be screened 
later this year.” 

The society also wants to 
show its images in schools, 
churches, the library in the 
Age Exchange, and at the 
Blackheath Concert Halls. 
Other plans include using the 
project to update and reprint 
local historian Neil Rhind’s 
Heath trail guide and putting a 
rotating selection of the images 
on the society’s website. 

Society chair Howard Shields 
said: “We are thrilled to have 
received the support of the 
Heritage Lottery Fund and 
are confident the project will 
encourage Blackheath people 
to become more involved in 
their local heritage. The grant 
will also greatly enhance our 
archive of local photographs.” 

The society was founded 
in 1937 and aims to preserve 
and enhance Blackheath’s 
historical and architectural 
heritage. It also protects its 
open spaces, particularly 
the heath, and encourages 
high standards of planning 
and architecture in its new 
buildings.

Behind 

Young offenders' project

INMATES at a young offenders’ 
institute did a long stretch 
when they cycled halfway to 
Africa. 

The trainee mechanics at ISIS in 
Belmarsh prison are aiming to ride 
the full 5,000 miles on a training 
bike in the workshop. 

They rack up the miles at the 
end of their shifts where they are 
fixing bikes - which are really 
going to Africa - for the Re-Cycle 
charity. 

Officer Nicola Brades told GT: 
“We joined Re:Cycle in September, 
and have so far sent more than 
400 bikes which we have mended. 
Then we came up with the idea 
of trying to ride the distance 
ourselves.” 

The UK charity has so far shipped 
more than 43,000 bikes to African 
countries including Ghana, 
Cameroon and Kenya. 

“We get the bikes from the police 
and the council,” Nicola said. “We 
get about 25 to 30 a week which are 
donated from people’s sheds or are 
recovered stolen bikes that have 
not been reclaimed.” 

Not all the cycles are suitable for 
a rebirth, however. 

“Some racers can’t be used on the 
roads in Africa,” the officer said. 
“If we get them we usually strip 
them down for spares. 

“We’ve also been getting tyres 
and wheels given to us from local 
bike shops and the Trek mountain 
bike company.” 

A team of seven work full time in 


the workshop. 

Nineteen-year-old Lewis told 
GT: “When I first came in to 
work it wasn’t easy, but now I 
know a lot more. We have 
to recondition the 
brakes, re-wire 
the cables and * 
make sure the A 
tyres are in 
good order, 
basically 
bring 
them 
back to 
life.”

“They’ll fix 
whatever they’re

Roadshow campaign to help stop smoking 











IF Mick could stop smoking, then so 
can you.

Steve Whiteman, NHS Greenwich’s 
director of public health, told GT: 

“Helping people stop smoking is still 
a major public health priority in the 
borough. Smokers are four times more 
likely to quit with our NHS Stop Smoking 
Service and we help more than 1800 
smokers quit every year. 

“For many people it will take a few goes 
to quit, but the service is always there to 
help until you quit for good. It’s never too 
late. The financial and health benefits 
are huge and some of these are A 
immediate. Even if you’re a heavy 
smoker, it’s still possible and our 
local success stories prove that”. 

Mick was one of them. He added: 

“The Valley visits meant I had 
somewhere to go every week. 

When you are quitting you can 
hear how other people in the same 
boat are getting on. 

“The highlight for me was having 
a carbon monoxide reading that 
had gone all the way down to ^ 
zero - the same as a non- 
smoker. I was over the 
moon! The support was 
brilliant and easy to 
get to.

“When I first arrived on the set 
of Raiders of the Lost Ark, Steven 
Spielberg mistook me for him,” Vic 
told Scene. “Somebody kept calling out 
‘Harrison!’ as I was walking to lunch. 
Suddenly there was this hand on my 
shoulder and it was Steven. As I turned 
round he said in surprise, ‘oh no, you’re 
not Harrison at all!” 

And there was an even bigger case of 
mistaken identity while shooting what 
Vic thought would be the last of the 
action trilogy. 

“Later, when we shot the Last Crusade, 
Harrison had his little kid on set, and I 
was walking along one day and I felt 
this little hand holding mine. I looked 
down and it was his son. Then he looked 
up at me in shock horror and ran off 
screaming!” 

Vic’s life in the stuntman business 
began by lucky chance. His father was a 
racehorse trainer, and by 14 Vic was an 
accomplished steeplechase jockey. He 
was just 17 when he got his big break in 
the movies. 

“At that time we were living in 
Farnham Common, very close to 
Pinewood Studios, which was a happy 
coincidence. 

“We had a stable of horses - my father 
was a trainer, and a stuntman called 
Jimmy Lodge would come and ride 
exercises with us to keep fit. He was 
doing a movie called Arabesque with 
Sophia Loren and Gregory Peck, and 
they had some rough old horses - as 
they were in those days - but we had the 
kind of horses that would jump five-foot 
moats. 

“We rented them a horse, and the next 
thing I knew they asked if I’d like to 
come and ride too. I guess their riders 
weren’t up to scratch!” 

Vic is coming to Woolwich this 
Thursday, (Feb 7) to give a talk on his 
life as a Hollywood danger man at the 
Woolwich Grand. 

Not long into his career he got a call 
that would leave him shaken and 
stirred. “In the winter of ’66 1 worked on 
You Only Live Twice,” he said. “At that 
age it was awe-inspiring. Sean Connery 
was a film icon, Cubby Broccoli and the

THIS war effort needs YOU! A World War Two 
theatre production is coming to the borough 
in April, but before it gets its premiere, the 
writer wants to make the piece altogether 
more relevant to Greenwich. 

Writer-actress Natalie Penn, told Scene: "The 
play includes the topic of evacuation. We would 
like to invite local people to send in real and 
imagined letters from the point of view of an 
evacuee to include in the performance." 

That could be school children, grandparents, 
or any writer with a good imagination. 

The play is set in the wartime home of the 
Smith family from Bethnal Green. Older sister 
Sarah wishes dad could meet Gl Joseph, but 
she's worried he'll judge him on the colour of 
his skin. 

"It's all about love and being accepted for 
who you are," Natalie said. "It was inspired by 
a documentary I saw about black American 
soldiers who were based in London and faced 
prejudice from the American authorities. 

"The younger sister - eight-year-old Lucy - is 
evacuated to Llanelli in Wales. But the letter 
could also be written from the point of view of a 
boy, as she has a brother, Michael." 


The winner's letter will be read out in an 
additional scene of the play and incorporated 
into the production. The child is writing home, 
so it could include experiences of life in the 
countryside, or maybe include a funny incident 
or a story of exceptional bravery. The letter 
should be no more than two minutes long 
when read aloud. 

Natalie added: "If you are a young person, 
maybe you can ask a grandparent or friend 
to share their experiences, or if you were an 
evacuee or lived with evacuees, maybe you 
could include your own experiences from an 
evacuee's viewpoint." 

The actor-writer is also looking for pictures to 
use as a backdrop to the set. 

"We would also appreciate copies of any 
photos people may have of the late 1 930s up to 
1945, which we would also like to incorporate 
in the production,"she said."We start rehearsals 
on April 2 so would need them by then."

help, he admits. “When you are standing 
on the viaduct 100 metres up in the air, 
the air bag you are going to land on looks 
like a matchbox. 

“To be going 70 miles an hour when you 
hit it, you have to have the confidence 
that you will be in the right position when 
you land. And it’s not just a case of falling 
- while you are falling you have to think 
that you are the character in that movie 
and you’re there trying to save yourself.” 

He gave up stunts in the early Nineties 
to concentrate on directing films. And 
he’ll be screening one of his earliest, 
Joshua Tree, after the talk and Q&A on 
Thursday. 

His children have since gone on to follow 


in his footsteps. “I’ve got all my kids doing 
it now - seven or eight of us, my brothers, 
my nephews, my sons, my daughters. 
My youngest son did some amazing car 
smashes in the Green Hornet and Mission 
Impossible.” 

“I don’t miss the sleepless nights,” he 
says, “but now I still get sleepless nights 
worrying about whether it’s going to be 
safe for the people doing it.” 

Next week Vic jets off to Baton Rouge to 
shoot Nicolas Cage in ‘Left Behind’. Not 
literally, of course.

whole Bond thing was huge at the time. I 
was one of the many ninjas on that shoot, 
sliding down ropes and firing guns - it was 
a good introduction into the business.” 

The 6ft-tall actor went on to double for 
Christopher Reeve in Superman I and II. 
Vic reckons the stunt business is a lot 
safer now. 

“In those days we used to fly suspended 
on tiny little thin bits of piano wire. It was 
terribly dangerous, whereas nowadays 
we use rope that’s as thick as your finger 
because with CGI you can remove it so 
much more easily, and even have an air 
bag in shot and have that erased.”

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 
If you’re not, register an application on line at 

www.royalgreenwich.gov.uk 


Find your applicant number 

It will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich about the new scheme.

The club that helps you 
get a grip on badminton 


by Peter Cordwell 


THOSE of us whose straight 
bat is okay and five-iron 
swing just about passable, 
tend to be all elbows when it 
comes to badminton. 

It’s 40 years too late for me, but 
young people aged between nine 
and 17 can get the technique 
right from the start by popping 
along to a coaching session 
at the Harris Academy - once 
Eltham Green secondary school 
- on a Tuesday evening. 

“It’s mainly in the grip,” says 
head coach Jill Hayden, who 
runs the Greenwich Junior 
Badminton Club from 6.30 to 
8pm with other coaches Matt, 
Lance and Rachael. 

“You have to relax your arm, 
fingers and wrist. Too much 
tension will cause tennis elbow.” 

Now she tells me... 

Jill, who also coaches at the 
Parkside Badminton Club at 
the same venue on Tuesday 
and Friday evenings and 
Sunday mornings, started the 


junior sessions in 2002 at the 
Meadowside leisure centre in 
Kidbrooke. 

“It’s going very well at the 
academy,” Jill said. “I’ve got 
20-plus young people that come 
each week. We’ve got four 
courts, starting with warm- 
ups followed by tuition, then 
practice and games for the rest 
of the evening. 

“We hold a ladder competition 
that’s open to all players. We 
find that young players really 
improve when they play against 
players who are older because 
they take on players who are 
more experienced.” 

Jill takes the Greenwich team 
that competes in the London 
Youth Games and last year 
they finished a very respectable 
ninth out of the 33 boroughs. 

“I’ve done that for a number 
of years now,” she said, “and 
I’ll soon be looking to shape the 
team for 2013, in June, so boys 
and girls are welcome to come 
for a trial on a Tuesday evening.
